A local tree company offered to donate a Norway 
Spruce to the town, but the offer was not taken up. "\i 
was a very generous offer, but it would get too big for the 
park, and we'd have to deal with the height later,'' Davis 
said. 

"\ was working the Arbor Day seedling giveaway 
many years ago, and we had some left over, which I gave 
to my parents on Converse Road," said Davis, whose 
parents, Natalie and Raymond, were well loved. ''They 
planted them, and here she is. I look at it as a legacy from 
my parents to the town." 

The tree is a concolor fir, a type of white fir. 

"I wanted to do something and decided that this 
tree would be great because it is a slow-growing, salt- 
tolerant, disease-resistant evergreen with soft needles. If a 
child ran into it at the tree lighting, it is soft to the touch," 
Davis explained. 

David Mendell, a local certified arborist, was on 
hand to help with the removal of the prior tree, along 
with the Marion DPW. 

"Tree moving is tricky business and very 
stressful," Mendell said. "The planting went picture 
perfect, and we didn't encounter many large roots. I feel 
optimistic about the tree going forward." 

Mendell is employed by a local tree company and 
offered his help.

Marion-Tabor Meeting Upbeat 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Shawn Badgley 
For the second time in two months, Marion Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and the Board of Selectmen 
visited the campus of Tabor Academy to meet with Head 
of School John Quirk. This time, they brought some 
friends. 

Police Chief Lincoln Miller, Fire Chief 
Thomas Joyce, Health District Director Karen Walega, 
Harbormaster Michael Cormier and Board of Health 
Vice Chairman Betsy Dunn joined the lunch gathering 
on Wednesday afternoon, participating in a free-flowing 
discussion that ranged from the recent Town Meeting to 
potential collaborations between Marion and Tabor. 

"The school and the town are always doing big 
things, whether together or separately," Quirk said. "But 
I'm a details guy; the little things matter to me a lot. The 
way we interact with the town matters to me a lot." 

If those interactions had been frosty in the past, 
they have thawed. 

"There has been a noticeable difference in the past 
year," Dunn said. "You've done a lot." 

Quirk, who started at Tabor in July 2012, wants 
to do more. He said that the solar bylaw debate at Town 
Meeting, for instance, inspired him to take a closer look at 
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Tabor's capacity for sustainable energy. 

''Tabor hasn't been great at utilizing renewable 
energy," he said. "I think there are possible partnerships 
between the town and school, educational opportunities 
within what has really become an ethical issue." 

Quirk also expressed an ongoing interest in 
evolving infrastructural policy in and around Marion 
Village. He told officials that he would be addressing his 
concerns about students' pedestrian safety by possibly 
altering study period times that see peak off-campus 
activity. 

"At my previous school, we were located near 
a reservoir, and I always worried about students' safety 
near the water. Ironically, I don't worry about this ever," 
he said, looking out onto Sippican Harbor. "I worry about 
the street. I worry about Front Street." 

In turn. Quirk thanked Miller for inviting him to 
various public safety forums. 

"You're responsible for such a high number of 
people in such a concentrated area," Miller replied. "It's 
that much more important for us to include you." 

In closing. Quirk invited the Marion officials, as 
well as residents, to visit Tabor's ongoing Senior Project 
Exhibition on campus, citing standout achievements in 
photography, music, the arts and more. 

"I'm looking for more and more ways to have the 
town participate in these types of events, because I think 
it's a cool thing for everybody," he said.

All Roads Lead to Shellfish 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 

The most time-consuming issue of Tuesday 
night's meeting came during the Town Administrator's 
report, when Michael Gagne - with the assistance of 
Highway Supervisor Barry Denham - reported on their 
recent meeting with the state. 

From that meeting, they were encouraged that 
financial assistance would continue to flow into town 
for the maintenance and repair of streets and sidewalks. 
As recently demonstrated during Town Meeting, the 
condition of secondary streets, or feeder roadways, is of 
deep concern to residents utilizing them. 

Gagne shared with the Board a study he 
found that was conducted in Indiana. He felt the study 
would help Mattapoisett find a way to better plan the 
overwhelming needs associated with keeping roads and 
streets in good repair with fiscal efficiency. 

"We have a fairly extensive list of streets on our 
capital plan," Gagne said. "These are primary streets, not

secondary or feeder streets.'' 

He also noted that in previous years, some 
monies had been set aside for the paving of feeder streets 
and said he thought the town might benefit from trying 
to do so again. He felt it would help address citizen's 
concerns about those deteriorated roadway conditions. 
He said that the town should establish an assessment plan 
for secondary roads. 

Gagne posed a solution for assessing the 
condition of secondary roads by using senior "tax work- 
off people. Noting that some of the people enrolled 
in the program to work off some of their property tax 
responsibility had experience from which the town could 
benefit. He thought a team of seniors could help with the 
assessment reporting. Gagne further told the Board he 
was very concerned about the trip hazards present along 
many of these streets. 

Denham gave the Board a list of town-owned 
unpaved streets. He pointed out that there are 6.21 
miles of unpaved town-owned roads. As an example, he 
directed their attention to Wolf Island Road. Denham said 
that the road has never been paved and is heavily traveled 
by people using it as a pass through from Fairhaven, 
Rochester and Acushnet. It shows up in town records as 
becoming one of the original town-owned roads back in 
1857. Today, it costs the town $10,000 annually to maintain 
it. 

Of the 11 roads and parking lots that are owned 
by the town, Denham stated, "It would take $6 million to 
do it all ... that's one of the reasons I've never been much 
of an advocate for paving the roads. We have trouble 
getting the money together to pave our paved roads." 

Gagne said, "I think we need to put a plan 
together," again making it clear that by doing so, the town 
would then have a clear picture of the total need and then

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be able to develop a course of action. While Denham felt 
that public outcry was the way roads had been prioritized 
in the past and may be prioritized in the future, Gagne 
differed, suggesting a more planned approach.

include sidewalk configurations. 

It was left that the Board would review 
the Indiana report and associated street planning 
methodology for consideration and alignment with the 
town's needs. 

The Board also met with Kevin McGown, who has 
just completed a study of shellfish resources in the Pine 
Island Pond region. McGown' s credentials as an expert 
in fisheries and shellfish was offered to the members, 
including his Master's degree from North Carolina State. 
McGown was then given the floor. His study took place 
in October 2012, and covered the east side of the harbor at 
100 sites in the channel and the pond. 

The exhaustive study produced substantial 
information on shellfish populations, primarily oysters, 
blood arks and quahogs. McGown found that the quahog 
population was in line with a more expansive study of 
the entire east coast explaining that ''quahogs were the 
most numerous" of all shellfish found at the site. He 
found a total quahog population of approximately 675,000 
individuals. The study also showed that the size of the 
individual specimens was consistent with the East Coast 
populations. 

Oyster populations seemed to be doing well 
and would be good source for free seed to the town, but 
they need a hard substance to grow on and that isn't the 
environment of the area study which was found to be 
primarily mud. Management ideas were also shared to

that allow the young oysters to attach to and grow 

Various shellfish management ideas were floated 
to the Board, with input from Natural Resource Officer 
Kathy Massey She said that they currently have two 
upwells, which would work for oysters but were not used 
last year due to the cost. 

Selectman Paul Silva said, ''We should look at 
soft shell clams. Back in the Fifties and Sixties, they were 
plentiful.'' Massey said that efforts to improve their 
populations had not been successful due to predation by 
invasive worms.

"We thought that this was all going to be done by 
the beginning of May/' Chairman Arnold Johnson said. "I 
think we'll see where they get [before they decide to take 
some action against them]/' 

Johnson recommended that they invite everyone 
involved in the project to the next Planning Board 
meeting, including everyone associated with Real Goods 
Solar of Providence, which is responsible for the project. 
He also suggested that they invite the town's Building 
Inspector to the meeting, as well. 

"I think we should do whatever we can do [for 
the neighbors' sake] until they fix that," said Ben Bailey of 
the Board. 

Gary Florindo of the Board said that they are 
running out of time if they want to build the berm and 
plant trees atop it because of the change of seasons. 

"By not having that berm done, they're losing 
time," Florindo said. "I think they missed a move. They're 
going to have to take a step back. The clock is ticking." 

Town Planner John Charbonneau said that they're 
not currently entertaining the idea of shutting the project 
down, but they'd like to see Real Goods Solar come back 
with some sort of plan before the next time the Planning 
Board meets on June 11. 

"It's in everybody's best interest not to shut them 
down," said Charbonneau. "We want to move them 
forward." 

In other news, the public hearing for Shawmut 
Associates, LLC was pushed back until the next meeting 
because the Board is waiting for the Conservation 
Committee to make a ruling on wetlands at the site. They 
meet on June 4, and the Planning Board will be able to 
make a ruling on the new construction upon approval 
from the Conservation Committee.

Projects Aplenty 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Shawn Badgley 

Engineers Susan Nilson of CLE and Dave 
Davignon of Schneider and Associates could have 
been appointed honorary members during Wednesday 
night's Marion Conservation Commission meeting, 
each spending significant time at the table representing 
multiple applicants. 

And each got what they came for. 

Nilson' s clients - Jonathan Rowland of Lot 19 
Point Road and John Kelly of the Kittansett Club - were 
approved for Notices of Intent, while the Commission 
issued Requests for Determination of Applicability 
to Barbara Belanger of 776 Mill Street and Kathleen 
Mahoney of 40 Dexter Road. 

Rowland seeks to cut an access walking path, 
replicate wetlands and construct a pile-supported pier 
with a floating dock at Planting Island Cove. While 
Nilson told the Conservation Commission that the 
opinion of the Marine Fisheries included concerns about 
the arsenic and copper contained in the chemically treated 
wood of the submerged pilings, all parties agreed that 
there are few existing alternatives available for use - and 
none suggested in the opinion. 

In addition, the Marine Fisheries asked if 
alterations could be made to the height of the walkway 
and size of the stairs so as not to impact the saltmarsh.

The placard should make it easier for the enforcing 
departments to identify vehicles that are not in 
compliance with the parking rules and regulations.

Proof of current vehicle 
registration is required for purchasing a Parking Pass. 
In addition, non-resident property owners must provide 
proof of property ownership; and year-round renters 
must provide a valid lease. 

New for 2013 is the Guest Parking Pass, for use 
by family members and summer renters. The Guest 
Parking Pass must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview 
mirror and is transferrable from vehicle to vehicle. Guest 
Parking Passes can be purchased by a property owner 
for $35, upon the purchase of at least one regular Parking 
Pass. Guest Passes are not replaceable and are not valid at 
the Town Wharf. 

Shellfish Permits / Buttons are available for 
Mattapoisett residents and property owners for $25. For 
Rochester and Marion residents, the cost is $35, which 
includes a special Shellfishing Parking Pass Placard 
that must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview mirror.

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Proud Ghosts of Point Connett 

In memory of Jill 
By Rudd Wyman

Parti 

Most folk call me Rudd. From 1994 to 2004, 1 
wrote monthly tales for the Richmond Rooster, a small- 
town paper New Hampshire paper. For a few of these 
essays, I borrowed, examined, and expanded my youth- 
ful summer experiences on Point Connett. For others, I 
exaggerated or lied creatively, a characteristic my mom 
suggested that I do orally with a straight face. In the 
former scenario, I hope the reader will sniff a few salt 
breezes from beautiful Buzzards Bay, however at times 
the bay can be very angry. 

As Yogi Berra said, ''When I was young I could 
recall everything whether it happened or not.'' 

I was 9 years old when the 1938 hurricane 
slammed into the New England Coast. The single 
warning of a huge storm approaching Mattapoisett and 
Point Connett came from Oman Price, local constable. 
Packing prized possessions into Dad's Studebaker, my 
family left shortly before devastating wind and waves 
buried Point Connett and surrounding areas. 

Mother, Dad, and I returned from our winter 
home in Walpole to a Crescent Beach roadblock where 
an elderly fellow was being pulled alive from debris. 
It was a horror scene: homes off of foundations, boats 
in woods, scattered telephone poles, demolished cars, 
downed trees, and shell-shocked residents search- 
ing for belongings. Connett, Angelica, and Peases 
were destroyed, too, and Mattapoisett recorded nine 
deaths. 

On the same location. Dad built a summer 
home with living quarters solidly supported by cedar 
stilts. 




Only a short chip shot from Buzzards Bay, he used 
blocks, tackle, boards, and jacks to move huge boulders 
to form a protective sea wall. 




"I hope that I live to see the results of another 
hurricane," Dad said, "because this house will stand." 

In August of 1954, Hurricane Carol crashed 
through the basement without damage to living quarters. 
Hurricane Edna followed one month later with exten- 
sive Point Connett property damage. My dad smiled, 
and coastal builders copied his design. From age nine to 
my early teens, summer memories rattle my brain: toe- 
scratching for quahogs, mom's chowder, our gang mov- 
ies, and three-legged races on Labor Day, Fourth of July 
fireworks from the stone pier. Babe Ruth retiring, Lowell 
Thomas on my folks' favorite radio news program, gulf 
hill ice cream and kite flying from Ned's Point. Through 
Dad's picture window, we could watch the New York 
steamboat, lit up with a couple of hundred entertained 
passengers, headed toward the canal to Boston. 

Most summer reflections focus on teenage activi- 
ties that I never confessed on my college resume. One 
professor did state that a few truths are more noteworthy 
than a library of fiction. However, I believe it is commend 
able to improvise or stretch the truth. 

Margie, my wife, worked with Alzheimers resi- 
dents at a New Hampshire nursing home. A 90-year-old 
lady had never met me. Lucy and I conversed knowledge 
ably and at length about people neither of us knew, prom 
night, the high school reunion, and Joe - who pumped ga 
at our favorite garage. Though my memory bank tends to 
overflow, it makes me happy that the spiritual challenge 
worked for Lucy.

Furious 6. Starring Vin Diesel and Paul Walker. Directed 
by Justin Lin. Running time: 130 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

It's easy to see why the Fast and Furious series — 
which started rather modestly twelve years and five films 
ago — has developed into a major going concern and reli- 
able ATM for Universal. Yes, the vehicular mayhem has 
gotten crazier and more convoluted with each new entry, 
but it isn't just that. Partly it's the same reason a TV show 
succeeds: people like the characters and want to hang 
out with them. The reason for that, in the F&F movies, 
is simple: they show a well-calibrated team, a tight unit, 
di family, and without much bickering (aside from some 
good-natured ribbing). Over and over again, Vin Diesel's 
Dominic Toretto spells it out: family this, family that, all 
that matters is family. And this family is a bunch of people 
of different colors and genders working smoothly to get 
the job done. 

This franchise has turned, very lucratively, into a 
fantasy of being part of a super-cool group, being part of 
something larger than oneself, where everyone is respect- 
ed (once they've earned it by right of talent) and nobody 
is judged (as long as they stay true to the family). Former 
FBI agent Brian O' Conner (Paul Walker) once betrayed 
the trust of Dom and his crew, but has since made up for 
it to the extent that Dom is now the proud uncle of Brian's 
son (by way of Dom's sister Mia). Dom's girlfriend Letty 
(Michelle Rodriguez), presumed dead but discovered 
alive at the end of 2011's Fast Five, has gone to work for a 
group of international thieves, but only because she has 
amnesia. You see, once you've been in Dom's family, only 
a catastrophic memory loss can break the bond. 

Furious 6 (as it's actually titled onscreen) doesn't 
have as much tough-guy sentimentality or, consequently, 
as much amusing inadvertent (or perhaps advertent) ho- 
moerotic subtext as its predecessor, which offered hostile 
staring contests and a brutal fistfight between Dom and 
the oak-necked special agent Hobbs (Dwayne Johnson). 
Here, Hobbs recruits Dom and his crew to help catch 





the thieves who 
took Letty away. 
Yeah, blah blah, the 
thieves also possess I 
a MacGuffin that 
threatens national 
security, but the real | 
mission is to get 
Letty back in the family. Other things have to happen first, 
though, including a mad chase through London employ- 
ing "flip cars" (which, as advertised, ram into oncoming 
vehicles and flip them), a highway chase involving a tank, 
and a climax featuring a plane trying its best to take off 
while weighed down by several cars attached to it by 
grappling hooks. 

None of this is quite as much hilarious fun as 
the endgame in Fast Five involving two cars dragging a 
ten-ton vault at high speed through the streets of Rio de 
Janeiro. But it's fun enough, with a satisfyingly vicious 
fight between Letty and agent Riley (Gina Carano, pretty 
much as wooden an actress as she was in Haywire) and 
frequent comic relief via Tyrese Gibson and Chris "Lu- 
dacris" Bridges. The villain this time (Luke Evans) isn't 
much, but the villains have never been the point of the 
F&F series; the plot of the next sequel — and there will be 
a next sequel — could be about how Dom and his posse 
have to stop a movie critic from drinking too much iced 
tea as he writes a review, and as long as it retains the fam- 
ily dynamic and somehow involves outlandish stunts, it'd 
still fly 

These last four F&F installments have been 
directed by Justin Lin, who has taken a shaky franchise 
and beefed it up into the monster it is today. Furious 6 
is his farewell to the series, and I think he's getting out 
while he's ahead. Where else can the stunts go? Will Dom 
and his people be chasing a space shuttle in Faster and 
Furiouser? Or will the series do a U-turn with Slow and 
Mellow, featuring Dom and his family sitting around their 
picnic table and encountering no bigger adversary than 
the occasional mosquito? The end-credits stinger promises 
the introduction of a new Big Bad played by a veteran of 
not one but three recent action franchises noted for their 
cranked-up excess and machismo. The thought of the sul- 
len staring contests between him and Dom is more excit- 
ing than the idea of however the new filmmakers plan to 
ramp up the action.
